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NEW STREET INFRASTRUCTURE AND STREETSCAPE
IMPROVEMENTS AND CONCORD LANE SEWER
SEPARATION PROJECT UPDATE

Dear New Street Neighbor,

The City of Cambridge has developed plans to improve the drainage infrastructure and streetscape on New
Street and sewer separation of Concord Lane. The goals of the New Street improvements are to reconstruct
deteriorated roadway, improve drainage and pedestrian and bicycle access, and to enhance the area with new
street trees; and the goal for Concord Lane is to complete sewer separation. The City’s contractor for this
project is Barletta Heavy Division, Inc. In the next few weeks, preconstruction activities, including survey, dig
safe and test pits, will begin.

PROJECT SCHEDULE
e Crews will mobilize in May to perform preconstruction activities throughout the project area.

e Once the initial survey work is complete, the contractor anticipates beginning work on Concord Lane to
be followed by work on New Street later this summer.

e Overall construction activities will take about 6-8 months to complete.
e We will continue to provide updates as the construction progresses.

WHAT TO EXPECT DURING CONSTRUCTION
e Streets will remain open throughout construction.
e Work hours will generally be 7 AM to 4 PM, Monday through Friday, but some evening and weekend
work is anticipated. You will be notified prior to nighttime and weekend work commencing.
e “No Parking” signs will be posted; please be sure to check dates/times.

e Emergency vehicles will have access at all times.
